HOUSE-OF COMMONS APPROVES REPARATION 


al SCHEME. 
. London, May 5. 


( Reuter’s Service. ) 
In the House of Commons, Mr. Lloyd George, in opening the 
reparations debate, said that strong Allied action was necessitated 


not merely by Germany defaulting, but by her general attitude and’ 


the growing indication& that she did not, intend to carry out her 
obligations, She was boginning to challenge her responsibility 
under the pressure of public opinion, She had beon invited to make 
an offer to discharge her whole claim, but that offor, when i! wae at 
longth made wassoinadequate as toconstitntra cantemptuous defiance 
ofthe Treaty, Tho only thing left was to allow the Treaty to function. 

Mr. Lioyd Georgo then dotailed the financial proposals cabled 
on May 3 and emphasised that an important concession was made 
by not ullowing interest on wnisaned bonds to accumulate against 
Germany.’ He hoped that it would have important effects. He 
helioved the demands handed to the German Ambassador that 
morning were fair, just and considerate. The German people had 
tofused to face disagreeable facts, but must ba confronted with anore 
disagropable alternative. He emphasised the nature of that alter- 
native by picturing what the occupation of Ruhr, Germany's great 
pre-war arecnal, meant, saying thet with Ruhr gone industrial 
Germany would wither. Ho said that France was prepared to march 
on May Ist but she realised thé force of an appeal to giva Germany 
full opportunity to consider the findings of the Reparations Com- 
mission. Gerrany’ must make up her mind to realise that there 
was no alternative but acceptance. IIo deprecatod impatience with 
the attitude of France, whose position was not ours or Italy's. 

Mr. Lloyd George dwelt on the.forhearance of the Allies during 
tho past two yours, Making every allowance for CGrormany's diffic- 
cuties she had undoubtedly defaulted as regards disarmament. Her 
surrender and destruction of guns was most satisfactory, but there 
were still too many machine guns and rifles unsutrenderyd, while 
tho oxistonce of irregular military drgunisations was disquioting be- 
xf they were capable of becoming the nuclous .of a formidable

_ En the House of Commons, replying to Lord Robort Cecil, Mr, 
Balfour stated thet the Council of the League of Nations had invited 
representativos from the’ following countries to become mambors of 
the Permanent Mandates Cammission: France, Sweden, the United 
States, Portugal, Britain, Belgium, Holland, Italy, and Japan. All 
the invited parties had accepted except Govornor Forbas of ,tha 
United States, who was obliged to decline because he had accepted 
‘an official mission from ‘the United States. irs 

Replying to Lord Robert Cecil, Mr. Harmsworth stated thatthe 
Govornment, on behalf of the whole Empire, was doing its utmost to 
expedite the ratification of tho protocol for the establishment of an 
luternational Court of Justice. They were now consulting with the 
dominion Governments concerning this, The protocol had not yet 
beon signed on behalf of Australia.

EARLIER TELEGRAMS. 


REPARATIONS. 


7 London, May 5. 

The Supreme Council last night telegraphed a formal invitation 
to the United States Government inviting participation in the 
Supreme Council Gonference of Ambassadors of the Reparations 
Commixsion, The communique says that the Allies are proceeding 
from to-day on preliminary measures of occupation of the Ruhr 
and invited the Reparations Commission to notify the German 
Government at the latest on May 6 of its decision on the subject of 
the time and methods of Germany's payment of the debt. The 
Allies will summon Germany to declare categorically: within six 
days of the receipt of the above decision, her resolution unreservedly 
to carry out the obligations, as regards reparations, disarmament 
and the trial of war criminals, otherwise the Allies will proceed on 
May 12 on the occupation of the Ruhr Valley and other military and 
naval measures. The occupation will last until the conditions are 
fulfilled. 

At the conclusion of thig morning’s mecting of the Supreme 
Council the Allied ultimatum was handed to the German Ambassador 
and the Franco-Italian delegates left for home. 


THE POLISH REVOLUTION. 


London, May 5. 

The Allies are threatened with a grave problem in Silesia where 
Korfanty, the organiser of the Polish votes at the time'of the 
plebiscite, openly challenged both. the Warsaw Government and 
Inter-Allied Control Commission, The former removed him fro: the 
post of plebiscite commissioner after the, outbreak of the revolt. 
He has now issued a manifesto declaring himself dictator and 
appealing to the Poles to shake off the German bondage, announcing 
the establishment of a Polish Govertiest as far as the so-called 
Korfanty line, and appointing the insurgent Dolliwa as generalissimo. 
There have been disorderly demonstrations al Warsaw against the 
British and Italians, ; ; 


CHINA'S FINANCIAL PROBLEMS.

‘the report «issued by the committee presided over by Lord , 
Emmott appointed last year to collect information about Russia 
shows that the Bolshevists made a fatal mistake in carrying out 
hasty nationalisation when the utmost care and discrimination were 
needed, after which industry broke down placing a discount. on 
agriculture and production which brought no advantage to. the 
peasants and engendered civil war, the ravages of which the Soviets 
made superhuman efforts to repair but complete economic collapse 
get in, and in 1919 compelled the leaders to realise the hopelessness 
of reconstruction without the employment of foreign oapital.

COMMERCIAL . AVIATION. 
The Opening in China. 

In view of the projected Aerial 
Service between Peking and 
Shanghai it is an opportune 
question 
prospects of commercial aviation 
and more particularly its pro- 
specis in China. At the moment 
of writing there is what looks 


‘ike a lull in-the development of 


flying at Home. It is impossible 
for aviation companies to be & 
financial success at the moment 
unless they are supported by the 
government. The Postmaster- 
General has not. seen fit to permit 
the Aviation Companies to be 
recognized as first class mail 
carriers with the inevitable result 
that they have closed business. 
To contemplate aerial transport 
as acompetitor against railways 
and steamship companies is not 
yet practicable, states . the 
North China — Duily News. 
Sufficient time has not 


yet elapsed to enable the inven- 
tors and manufacturers to pro- 
duce a comfortable vehicle for 
travel, nor has financial support 
been forthcoming. Again there 
is still a decided public apprehen- 
sion as-to the safety of flight, and 


the recent accident at Crickle-. 


wood has not helped matters. 


WHERE ROADS EX/ST NOT. 

Air transit will not supersede 
road travel or transit. by steam 
and rail, but in a country like 
China which has few railwayr 
(approximately. only 6 000 miles) 
and: still fewer roads a sanguine 
view can be taken of the develop- 
ment of aerial transport. 

Apart from the successful car- 
tiage of passengere, mails and 
goods, there are many minor and 
unexpected and suggestive uses 
to which. the aeroplane can be 
applied, such as rurveying and 
exploring. Aerial photography 
has reached a high standard: of 
-fficiency until it is now possible 
to take accurate photographs of 
forests, showing the exact nature 
of the timber. therein. : 

Travelling in China is a labor- 
ious business and outside of what 
railways there are, it is anythirg 
from a pony to a man-handled 
wheel-barrow. Such antiquated 
raeans of locomoticn absorb valu- 
able time. 

The whole basis of aerial trans- 
port reste on speed, and speed is 


the essence of oorial transport.

This vital fact should never be 
overlooked. Whereas it will take 
years of labour and heavy initial 
cost for railway construction, the 
rir offers a epeed, equal to, if not 
greater than any exprers train 
yet invented, and at a trifling 
figure as compared with the 
organization necessary for rail- 
ways. 
THE PEKING SHANGHAL ROUTE. 

The route from Peking to 
Shanghai is 785 miles, which 
will be accomplished in just 
under nine hours. Naturally the 
route chosen is not contemplated 
as being’ a commercial financial 
succees, but is run purely as 
a demonstrative rove. The 
principal point at the moment is 
to demonstrate to merchants and 
others the dependability and 
aafety of modern flying machines, 
and once having proved thie, busi- 
ness will come along automati- 
cally. This new means of high 
speed traffic is,. however, not 
going to be established here with- 
out many difficulties and many 
trials, but with such an_ ex- 
perienced aviator as Col. F, V. 
Holt, the British Technical 
Adviser to the Aeronautical De- 
partmient of the Chinese Govern= 
ment,’ one can feel assured that 
every possible probable’ point will 
be thrashed out.’ It was certain- 
ly a wise move to employ 
European pilots, at all events, 
antil the Chinese have had con- 
siderable more experience of 
flying, and -so long a6 such 
methods are employed along the 
ground organisdtion, then success 
ix assured. 

GOVERNMENT ORGANI“ATION. 

No more definite announcement 
hag been made on the proposed 
service than that given by Col. 
Holt on his recent visit to Shang- 


hai on January 18. But it must 


be borne in mind that a considera- 
ble delay has occurred due to 
political straggles in North Chipa 
last summer. It is now under- 
stuod that the ‘Chinese Govern- 
ment. bas formed an Aeron- 
aulical Department, cofnprising 
the General Staff and the Board 
of Communications, who are 
directly under the control of he 
Premier and providing that the 
accredited, representatives of this

The “Wenatchee ™ is the firstof 
a fleet of five vessels to he operat- 
ed by the Admiral Line, the others 
being the ‘Keystone State,” the 
“Bay State,” the’ Silver State” 
and one as ‘yet unnamed. 

The ss. Wenatchee was built 
at the Camden plant of the New 
York Shipbuilding Corporation|}: 
for the United States Shipping 
Board. Designed for continuous 
speed of 1713 knots per hour, the 
vessel cxceeded twenty. knots 
under = pressure, on her trial, 
before leaving New York for 
Seattle on March 2, and averag- 
ed 1812 knots on a run of 100 
niles. Laid down.as a hospital 
ship, the Wenatchee. named 
after an apple growing valley in 
the State of Washington, was 
changed to a troop transport, 
then to a freighter and finally to 
a combined, passenger and cargo 
liner. She was launched in 1919 
and ‘her cost to the Shipping 
Board-Emergency leet Corpor- 
ation is said to have been about 
$8,000,000. 

The Wenatchee is 535 feet long 
and 72 feet beam, with a draft of 
30 feet, G inches. She- has 
accommodation for 260 first class 
and 300 third class passengers, 
with a crew of 210, and in ad- 
dition’ has a cargo capacity of 
7,000 tons. Driven by reduction 
geared turbines of- 12,000 horse 
power, supplied with steam from 
eight boilers fired by fuel oil, the 
the Wenatchee will maintain 
a speed of 1716 knots in 
service. Her oil tank capacity is 
3,290 tons giving her a steaming 
radius of 11,700 miles at 1744 
knots. The boilers are of Babcock 
and Wilcox type, Westinghouse 
turbines and DeLaval gears. As

A mat- 
shed. was erected over the speak- 
era platform. which seated the 
Minister and Lady Alston, HE, 
Sir Reginald (Governor of Hong- 
kong), Admiral Duff, Consul Gen- 
eral Fraser, Mr. H. Keswick, Mr. 
G. T. Edkins, Mr. John Johnstone, 
Mr, A, G. Stephen, Mr, Stitt, Mr. 
Borrett, Mr. Fox, Judge Skinner 
Turner, Mr. Brooke Smith and 
General Ho Fong, Lin. Many 
nationalities were represented, a 
big derrick pulling the Allied flags 
. qloft as the corner stone was laid. 

Mr, Vivian Dent, son of the grand- 
aon of the second, third and fourth 
generation, one of the Bank's 
founders, was mentioned in Mr. 
Kdkins. opening address of con- 
congratulation on the growth and 
influence of the Bunk with for- 
eigners and Chinese. 

Mr.. Stephen said that the 
building was an indication af 
faith in the future of the bank 
and the future development of 
this port and China, . He honed 
that the Bank in assisting. inter- 
national trade would contribute 
towards fostering peace and good- 
will among nations whose trade 
reached these shores. 
' Sir Beilby Alston ‘said: “The 
growth and expansion of these 
buildings are aymbolical of the

RIGHTS OF BELLIGERENT 
“MERCHANTMAN. 


Jurist on Capt. Fryatt Case. 

Dr. Hugh Bellot,, the well- 
known jurist, delivering an 
address to the Grotius-Society 
regently on the “Right of a 
Belligorent . Merchantman to 
Attack,” protested aguinst the 

| findings of the Gorman Cominis- 
sion of Inquiry on the execution’ 
of Captain Fryatt. 

Briefly, he said, the Bruges 
Court-martial held that when 
signalled by the U 33 to stop 
Captain Fryatt refused, and tried 
toram the submarine. This they 
considered unlawful, and they 
condemned Fryutt to death as a 
franc-tireur. Such a thing at soa 
was purely a Gorman conception, 
said Dr, Bellot, a creature of Ger- 
man munigipal' law never recog- 
nized in international law nor 
adopted in practice. He laid down 
the proposition that not only was 
it permissible for the merchant 

vessels of 'a belligerent country to 
resist, by force, visit.and sub- 
sequont search by enemy war- 


-| ships, but also for them to attack 


enomy warships or merchaatmen 
without being treated as pirates. 
In the Eightecth and early: Nine- 
teonth Centuries practically all 
merchantmen trading to Near 
and Far -ast were armed 
offensively, without assuming 
‘any privatecring functions. 

The Court-niartial. on Captain 
¥ryatt was not a properly con- 
stituted Naval Court, so Admiral 
von Schroder, who was re- 
sponsible and refused to postpone 


constituted the Court were guilty 
of judicial murder. That such 
persons might on the conclusion 
of peace be tried and punished 
was clearly established.

In the last of his oS W 
Britain administered 


Creasy pictures the struggle in which B ninister 
the deathblow to Napoleon's hopes. To-day Britain joins 
in paying homage to the memory of the great. captain who 
breathed his last at St. Helena a hundred years ago, and 
one feels that if the master of war could reappear upotl the 
scene he would smile approbation at the spectacle 
of old foes joined in confraternity of arms. That, in spite 
of the tremendous drain entailed upon France by his 
campaigns and the speedy break-up (with the exception of 
Sweden, where the house of Bernadotte still reigns) of the 
kingdoms which he erected, Napoleon is, still held in such 
high regard by his countrymen provides speaking testimony 
to the greatness of. his qualities. What falsittes became 
mixed up with — the admiruble” side of his career, 
though they go to qualify his greatness, do not alter the 
fact of this greatness. In these latter days we have seen a 
great Power withstand for a long period an array of most 
of the nations of the earth. Napoleon had arrayed against 
him most of the Powers of the earth as the world was then 
constituted, but with ukis‘difference, that while Wilhelm 
and his coadjutors had every facility at hand, Napoleon's 
army was the creation of his own genlus. We must honour 
Napoleon in one particular. above all. ‘He was the apostle 
of the great doctrine, lo carrivre ourerte auc tulens—the tools 
to him that can handle them. ; 

It is’ the popular, and natural, habit to regard 
Napoleon as a soldier. forgetting that he accomplished 
gome very notable constructive work, as an example of 
which the Code Napoleon. remains to demonstrate his 
ability in practical jurisprudence. - That Code had some 
harsh features, but it was not the harshness of oppression. 
While malefactors were handled severely, enterprise and 
industry were specially encouraged. Just now, however, 
there is'a certain appropriateness in viewing the Emperor 
in his military character. fle was vanquished at the last. 
A long roll of brilliant victories ended in Waterloo, ‘The 
custom is to judge by the result—especially in war. A man 
is defeated; oryo he stamps -himself with inferiority, no 
matter the circumstances. Crowning proof of Napoleon's 
eminence is seen in the fact that he is one of the rare 
jnstances in which an exception is made. For a parallel 
we have to go back to the most momentous conflict of 
antiquity. In the second of “the Punic Wars Scipeo 
trampled in the dust the legions of , once-mighty Carthage, 

et posterity has awarded the palm to Hannibal, and in 
ike manner the world speaks of great Wellington and 
greater Napoleon. In this relation we noticed in the 
recent monumental History of the British Army by the 
‘Hon. J. W. Fortescue that the circumstances and the effect 
of Marshal Grouchy'’s delay in rejoining le Grand Armee 
after his successful preliminary encounter with Blucher 
are still left in doubt. 

‘As Generalissimo of the Allied Forces, Foch commanded 
‘a hundred times the army which Napoleon led when he put his 
fortunes to the final hazard. Foch is assured of a grateful 
‘place in the remembrance of humanity, but neither the world 
‘at large nor his compatriots will rank him with “ the little 
‘Corporal.”. The very vastness of armies in these days 
fworks against. outstanding personality. There cannot be 
‘the same concentration in a single pair of hands as existed 
‘up to Napoleon’s time, when the commander-in-chief could 
‘ride along the ranks in full view of his troops. In one sense 
‘aitleastit is well that thisshould beso. The more mechanical 
‘pature of modern operationstends to divest war offits glamour 

swe honour the warrior as a defender ; we do not glorify 
him as warrior. In 1840 Britain performed a graceful 
fact in. transferring the remains of the renowned leader 
Ffrom St. Helena to Francé,. and four or five 
Fyvears ago won appreciation by handing over to the French 
Fe collection of Napoleonic relics that had lain at Longwood.

A Welcome Change. 

After four months of almost 
record dryness we seom to have 
entered the wet season with our 
fnend Jupiter Pluvius in a very 
détermined ‘frame of mind. 
Throughout the opening months 
of the. year-one could hardly 
accuse him of putting in overtime. 
He had one burst of | energy 
towards the end of Jast month in 
the shape of a thunderstorm, but 
now seems to have got into fairly 
working stride, judging by the 
consistent rain of yesterday und 
alsa by the fact that the Royal 
Observatory’s daily report shows 
that we have nearly caught up 
with the average. Up to ten 
o'clock yesterday morning we had 
had 11.39 inches of rain this year 
against an average of 12.83 inches 
—not such a long way behind. 
Wo might find the rain a little 
uncomfortable to get about in, 
but it has been very badly needed, 
not: so much because of any 
possible. shortage in the water 
supply but because the agricul- 
tural folk of the Now Territories 
were getting apprehensive of the 
wolfare of the young paddy 
quat planted, out: During last 
week-end one could see men, 
women and children all hard at 
work assisting the very: primitive 
schemes of irmgation common to 
our paddy fields. It was either 
the working of. a treadle water 
carrier, or the use of scoops and 
buckets, but wherever there was 
a stroam the dwindling supply of 
water from it was being lifted up 
into the channels that edge each 
little plot of brilliantly green 
young paddy, And now has come, 
along the wished-for rain and the 
labourors of the fields have been 
epared this hard, if somewhat 
picturesque, work. 


Corrupt Officials. 

In the annual trade reports 
written by the various Commis- 
sioners of the Chinese Maritime 
Customs one often comes across 
references which go to help one 
despair of honesty among Chinese 
officials. The Commissioner for 
Kiukiang, in his report for 1920 
just issued, gives a very typical 
instance of the corruption: In 
speaking of. the Nan-Hsun Rail- 
way he says, after referring to the 
loss entailed in the year's work- 
ing, that “the  rolling-stock, 
permanent way, and bridges are 
in a bad atate of disrepair and will 
entail a very heavy outlay in the 
near future if the line is to con- 
tinue working. A short-term loan 
of $400,000° was -contracted with 
the Bank of Taiwan and another 
of $20,000 with the Bank of Com- 
munications to meet outstanding 
obligations and pay the salaries 
of the staff, which had been three 
months ‘in srrears. -Mismange- 
ment and corruption are rampant, 
and the company is so heavily in 
debt to the Japanese that sooner 
or Jater these creditors will take 
over the running of the line, with 
a possibility of extending it to 
Kwangtung and Fukien, as once 
planned by them, this enabling it 
to pay ite way.”' Later he puts 
on record that” the development 
of Pinhingchow has been arrested 
by the squandering.of all the 
funds; most df the principal roads 
ore marked out, but no attempt 
has been made either to drain

THE BOOKSHELF.

AN EMPIRE-BUILDER, 


During a discussion in Parlia- 
ment some yeara ago upon British 
South Africa a jocose legislator 
said that the objects of the 
Chartered Company were to 
develop the territory by encourag- 
ing industry and agriculture, by 
building railways, and by making 
roads (Rhodes) . . . (laughter). 
Certainly Cecil John Rhodes left 
his marx upon the sub-continent, 
as the large stretch of ‘country 
named after him attests. Rhodesia 
has not advanced with giant 
strides, but much has heen done 
to- realiso its potentialities 
especially in the southern divi- 
sion, where a good many of the 
aforesaid railways and roads have 
been constructed, in spite of a 
full share of difficulties. In time 
it may be that Rhodesia will take 
a place in the South African 
Union, for which contingency. 
provision wags made when the 
Constitution of the Union was 
framed. The question’ of the 
Company's charter comes up 
again shortly, and it is. generally 
understood that there wil] not be 
a further renewal, as the com- 
munity is considered to. have 
advanced beyond the stago of 
chartered-company rule. 

A'volume upon the pioneer of 
this section of Empire has made 
its appearance from the pen of

From 
the seed which he planted history 
is growing to-day, its tares and 
wheat together. Nothinginvokes 
Time's laughter more acutely 
than the criticism which dealt 
with hi as a company-promoter 
fluctuating upon the borders of 
criminality.

Terms of Agreement. 


The draft of the Sino-German 
Commercial Agreement, ..accord- 
ing to a statement from Peking, 
nonsiste of five decuments, name- 
ly: 

(1) The text of tho Commercial 
Agreement ; 

(2) The statement of the Ger- 
man delegate; ‘ 

(3) The . official documents of 
the German delegates; 

(4) Notes explaining the 4gree- 
ment, and : 

“(5) Inquiries and replies of both 
parties. 

The Agreement forfeits the ex- 
traterritorial rights, formerly en- 
joyed .by Germany, but the 
German delegation gained their, 
aquest that German lawyers 

. should be allawed to plead in vases 
involving German citizens. 


The tariff’ on German goods 
will be the same as the new 
National Tariff, which will short- 
ly be intraduced for’ non-Treaty 
nationals, but until this new 
scheme comes into force, import 
dues will be levied on German

No difficulty was found in the 
negotiations on the subject of the 
indemnity to be paid by Germany |e 
in connection with the oxpenses 
incurred by China in the intern- 
ment of Germans during the war, 
but considerable difficulty aros 
in discussing the indemnity, 
demanded by China, in con- 
sideration of the lives lost in the 
Chinese LobourCorps.

Dr. Sun’s Addreas. 


The short address delivered by 
Dr. Sun on assuming the Pro- 
sidential office (specially tran- 
slated for The Telegraph . 
an official) began by 
speaker deploring the despotism 
of a foreign race and the steady 
decline. of - China's national 
prestige, He advocated 
three great principals 
Nationality, Democracy and the 
Economic Welfare of the 
People. He referred to 
vicissitudes which had befallen 
the Republic sinco its doliver- 
anco from’ the Manchu 
Tegime, - and tho militaristic 
actions which have divided the 
North and South. “ Being the 
founder of the Republic and now 
entrusted by the Nationa} 
Assembly with !the responaibiljty 
of putting down disorder and 
re-establishing peace, how dare -1 
decline to perform my duty?” Dr. 
Sun advocated the principle of 
self-government in - application 
to the various Provinces and the 
decentralisation for this purpose 
of the powers held: at present 
by the Contral Governnient, 
with a view to the 
eveutval union of the country on 
a Federal basis. The policy of 
solf-Government should be further 
extended by the provinces 
their respective districts. In the 
case of certain important 
economic enterprises the Central 
Government should also take the 
direction of foreign affairs. 
In conclusion, «he © added :— 
“T sotemnly declare that 1 will 
faithfully and earnestly do my at- 
most for the salvation of China 
and, sweeping aside all obtacles, 
endeavour to effect the early 
unification of the country and 
strengthen the foundations of the 
Republic.” : 


The Manifesto. 


Dr. Sun's Manifesto to the 
Foreign Powers set out the 
causes leading to his. decision 
to resume the Teader- 
ship of the country. These, 
causes, tho document stated, lay 
in the selfish actions of the Peking 


| militarists and the unconstitu- 


tional basis on which the present 


the] 


to} 


Government at Peking was 
created. As the National As- 
sembly, which had elected him, 
represented the whole. country, 
irrespective of North or South, so 
it would be his first endeavour to 
unite all the Provinces and 
territories of the Republic under 
one Governmont which shall 
be progressive and énlightened. 
The legitimate rights of Foreign 
Powers and their nationals duly 
acquired by custom or contract 
or established usage would be 
scrupulously respected. The vast 
resources of the country, natur 
al. and industrial,, should ' be 
developed so- that the whole 
world suffering from the dis- 
astrous effects; of long years of 
war,- would be benefitted. For 
this purpose foreign capital and 
expert knowledge, will, in 
pureuance of the Open 
Door policy, -be welcomed. 
“T appeal to the Governments of 


tho friendly Powors to withdraw 
recognition from a soi disant Gov- 
ernment which is avowedly not 
de jure and which is proving it- 
self ‘not even de facto and, in the 
saino .manner in which they 
recognised the- Republic's Gov- 
ernment formed by the National 
Assembly in 1913, accord recogni- 
tion to this Government formed 
now by the same assembly as the 
only Government of the Republic. 
A lengthy copy of the telegram 
sent by Dr. Sun immediately 
after his inauguration to Pre- 
sident’ Hsu Shih-chang was 
very courteously supplied 
to thé Yeleyraph representative, 
trom which we take the following 
extracte:— “Unfortunatelyfor you, 
you are placed in times unsuitable 
to you. That is the reason why 
the Ching dynasty fell when you 
stood in its Court and why 
Yuan Shib-kai fell when you 
stood in his Court. The world 
and future generations may 
perhaps deem yeu to be an_ill- 
omened person, but to do you 
justice you might not have 
intended to profit by these 
calamities and disorders. Never- 
theless, you cannot escape your 
share of the: responsibility.” 
The telegram went on to 
accuse ‘President Hsu _. of 
inefficiency and of being made a 
puppet of the. Tuchuns. It dis- 
credited him with tlie foolishness 
totake partina new attempt at 
the restoration of the Manchu 
dynasty which’ rumour has 
associated him with. It also 
accused him of practising the 
notorious method of running with 
the hares and huntlog with the 
hounds, a method which had ruin- 
ed the late Ching dynasty, Yuan 
Shi-kai and may now, for the third 
seein ruin the Ropublic of Shins.
